For two years representatives ot 
the Evaugellcal Church of Great 
Britain, including the Baptist, Con- 
gregational, Methodist and Pres- 
byterian, have been engaged in form- 
ing a creed embracing all the points 
on which they agree without surrend- 
er of any doctrine or principle. While 
It does not express all which any 
church believes It shows the funda- 
mental doctrines on which the church, 
es agree. Thi. is acceptable to the 
churches representing a large majori- 
ty of the Christians of the English 
speaking world. 

It waB drafted by Oswald Dykee. 
an eminent Presbyteriau theologian. 
His work was carefully examined by 
a committee of twenty representative 
men and adopted with a dissenting 
vote. 

The chairman of both these com- 
mittees was Rev. Hugh Price Hughes 
of the Wesleyau Methodist Church. 

The creed is uot binding on any de- 
nomination. It stands on its merits. 
We lake pleasure in presenting to/De 
readers of the Advocate this creed 
which appears In tho form of a cate- 
chism containing fiftvtwo question! 



The New Catechism. 

q. What is the Christian relig- 

A. It is the religion founded by 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who has brought to us the full knowl- 
edge of God and of Eternal life.

A. It is that Holy Society of be- 
lievers in Christ Josus which He 
founded, of which he is the only Head, 
and In which He dwells by His 
Spirit; so that, though made up ol 
many communions, organized in va- 
rious modes, and scattered through- 
out the world, it is yet One in Him. 

Q. For what ends did our Lord 
found His church ? 

A. He united His people into this 
visible brotherhood for the worship of 
God and the ministry of the Word 
and the Sacraments; for mutual edif 
cation, the administration of disci| 
line, and the advancement of H 
Kingdom. 

Q. What is the essential mark of 
true branch of tho Catholic Church? 

A. The essential mark of a true 
branch of the Catholic Church is the 
presence of Christ, through His in- 
dwelling Spirit, manifested in holy 
life aud fellowship. 

Q. What is a Free Church? 

A. A Church which acknowledges 
nono but Jesus Christ as Head, and, 
therefore, exercises its right to inter- 
prot aud administer His laws without 
restraint or control by the State.

A local paper of an iuland 
city in New York State describes au 
interesting lino where the subscribers 
constructed the line, furnishing 
tools aud doing tho work tbcmsel 
tho expense for wire, instrume 
etc., was equally divided among them, 
and the cost was only [about $14 per 
share. The line, ot course, is free to 
subscriber, but others can make 
of it by tho payment of a small fee.

(Ju Monday afternoon JuJge 
sco't rendered a decision thai i 
vital Interact lo every men, wo 
and child in ihe county. In the case 
again*! J. N. Abraham for telling 
whisky in a local option precinct it 
wa* decided that the local opliou 
in civil district No. 5 Ii invalid on 
ground that the petition was filed aud 
the order made for the election at the 
same term of conrt. The local op- 
tion law* were voted for under the 
act of 1874, aud election* were held in 
the variou* precincts duriug the sum- 
mer and fall ol that year. This de- 
cision renders invalid local opiion 
law in all preciucti in the county, as 
the same state of facts exists in all 
preciucts. Judge Scott's decision is 
in accord with the decision of the 
Court of Appeals in a similar case 
thai was taken up from Lee county. 

"The decision, which is a just one 
according to law, is, nevertheless, a 
very severe blow to those persons who 
voted to oust whisky in their respect- 
ive precinct*. Whisky can now be 
sold in any precinct iu the county just 
a* it was belore the act of 1874. A 
little want ol conformity to law has 
rendered invalid the wishes and de- 
cision of the people iu every precinct 
in the county *ave one."
